More Emphasis Seen 
On Production of 
Lower-Priced Cars

HE auto industry's  not-too- 

tarnished . prospects for pas- 
senger car production in 19651 
weren’t any duller this week, even 
though the government officially 
released its order restricting steel 
usage by 20 percent after April 1. 

Output held steady in U. S. 
plants last week, the total being 
an estimated 136,780 cars and 
$1,021 trucks for a total of 167,- 
801 vehicles, according to Auto- 
motive News’ tabulations, 

It was virtually a repeat per- 
formance. Plants in this country 
wound up the previous week hav- 
ing built 136,488 cars and 31,952 
trucks—a total of 168,440 units. 

Most observers felt that sched- 
ules through most of the first half 
of this year should not stray too 
far away from either of the past 
two weeks’ efforts. 

* * * 
= pointed out that a 20 per- 
cent cut in the use of steel for 
automobiles doesn’t necessarily 
mean a similar cutback in unit 
production. It simply means that 
steel consumption will have to be 
cut 20 percent. The steel order does 
not affect manufacture of replace- 

ment parts or trucks. 

However, automobile manufac- 
turers will have the option of 
stretching their steel supplies 
wherever possible—and the auto in- 
dustry has never been accused of 
lack of ingenuity. 

Along with the steel order, the 
National Production Authority 
tightened present restrictions on 
the use of copper. Starting Apr. 1, 
nondefense use of copper will be 
cutback to 25 percent, instead of 
20 percent. An existing order 
cutting back the civilian use of 
aluminum by 35 percent was ex- 
tended through June 30, 

To assure more copper and 
aluminum supplies to small busi- 
ness, NPA applied these cuts to the 
fabricator. In the past the auto 
industry has preferred to see cuts 
made in end-product use.

DETROIT. — Automobile Manu- 
facturers Assn. reports that Janu- 
ary vehicle exports bounced up- 
ward from the deflated levels of 
last year, exceeding comparable 
totals in the previous month and 
the same month a year ago. 

The increase was attributed to 
the relaxation of import restric- 
tions in Canada and other coun- 
tries. 

During January, 1951, there were 
37,373 cars, trucks and_ buses 
shipped out of the U, S. This com- 
pares to 29,682 in December and 
21,299 in January, 1950. 

Revised tabulations for 1950 
show a 12-month shipment abroad 
of 303,675 vehicles, against 287,- 
775 in 1949. 

A total of 19,022 cars were ex- 
ported in January, 1951, compared 
to 14,251 during December and 
12,329 in January, 1950. 

For all of last year, AMA has 
revised its statistics to show a total 
car export of 152,925 cars, In 1949 
there were 156,141 cars exported. 

Truck exports in January to- 
taled 18,321 units, while the same 
month saw 30 buses sent abroad. 
A month before, 15,368 trucks and 
63 buses were exported.

From its record 1950 earnings, 
GM paid out an alltime high of 
$12,928,315 in earnings on pre- 
ferred stock.

Sloan and Wilson explained that 
the primary reason for the 1950 
drop in the percentage relationship 
of net income to sales, was an in- 
crease in tax rates. 

Taxes provided by GM in 1950 
amounted to $1,119,000,000, while 
Sales and excise taxes on products 
sold by GM amounted to $417,000,- 
000, bringing total ascertainable 
taxes for the year to $1,536,000,000. 

“In appraising the financial re- 
sults of 1950 operations, it is well 
to bear in mind that GM’s 1950 
profits were earned in a year of 
exceptionally high volume,” Sloan 
and Wilson said. “In high volume 
years profits rise more sharply than 
do sales. In years of poor business, 
on the other hand, profits fall more 
sharply than do sales. 

“Profits fluctuate in this way 
because an important portion of 
costs is fixed and must be met 
whether business is good or bad. 

“If profits were not to fluctuate, 
prices would have to be increased 
in periods of low volume, but would 
fall in periods of high volume. Such 
a policy would not be desirable nor

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tween cars in owners’ hands, unless 
they set up government used-car 
appraisal bureaus in each com- 
munity. Perhaps this can be done 
with the aid of trade members 
working on a volunteer basis and 
setting up bureaus in which all 
competition is represented in each 
market area of the U.S. This has 
been done in the past and failed 
because no government authority 
was behind it. 


Without such authority, dealers 
laid themselves open to the price- 
fixing laws. If such bureaus, 
however, were operated under 
OPS authority a plan could be 
worked out satisfactorily not only 
to the public, but to the trade. 

It would be, of course, a substi- 
tute for the law of supply and de- 
mand, but in the emergency it 
would be more than justified and 
would keep inflation from this im- 
portant segment of our trade. 

It wouldn’t be difficult to operate, 
because the pressure for product 
does not exist as it did in World 
War II. New cars are being rolled 
off the assembly lines to flow into 
the stream of transportation needs. 
We are not, therefore, dependent 
on used cars alone to meet the 
demand. ea

All Use the Same? 


BU working under the current 
Regulation SR5, I think it is im- 
portant that dealers in any given 
community select identical guide- 
books for the ceiling prices in their 
community, To use different guide- 
books would bring chaos, A dealer 
with a low guidebook would be 
putting himself out of the market. 
A low guidebook price also would 
put the black market in a position 
to make real money. 


Let me point out that using a 
guidebook for freezing prices is a 
brand new idea. A guidebook is just 
what its name implies. It has been 
used as a guide. The fact is dealers 
seldom refer to a guidebook when 
trading in cars of their own line. 
They always knew each week, each 
day, the price of used cars of their 
own make without reference to any 
book. Their experience, supple- 
mented by newspaper ads, kept 
them fully acquainted with market 
conditions. 

They recognized that guide- 
book prices, at best, are average 
prices. For instance, if a certain 
model was given in the book at 
$500, it was an average made up 
from sales of cars running from 
$400 to $600. So the guidebook 
was always used as a guide, and 

not a price book. 

When it came to makes foreign 
to their own line, the guidebook 
was used more as an identification 
book rather than a price guide. 

Many automobile dealers sub- 
scribe to more than one price guide. 
If they didn’t, price guides were 
available at the library or from a 


neighboring dealer. 
* * 


Which to Use? 
I AM SURE that the regulation 
from a practical standpoint does 
not prevent a dealer from filing at 
the local district OPS office the 
guidebook of his choice. It would 
seem to me that every OPS office in 
the nation would encourage such a 
filing in their respective communi- 
ties. 

In the first place, to be saddled 
with the enforcement of the regu- 
lation would be difficult at its 
best because so many sales will 
be from individual to individual. 
From the practical standpoint, 
one book would simplify the work 
of OPS. There are around four 
thousand passenger car prices in 
a used-car guide. When you com- 
plicate enforcement by using as 
many as three different books, 
12,000 not 4,000 prices are in- 
volved. Then when you vary each 
of these 12,000 prices with the 
additional allowances made for 
radios and heaters for five differ- 
ent years, the combination of au-

NADA President R. D. McKay 
stated, “it will demand fair and 
just treatment in the matter of 
higher taxes and governmental 
controls.” 

Comparing the family car to a 
blood artery, the booklet points out: 
“Cut this nation’s transportation 
facilities .. . reduce the necessary 
flow of automobiles . . . and our 
economy will just as surely wither, 
robbed of its essential mobility as 
when an artery is cut. 

The booklet stresses in pictures 
and in type that 71 percent of the 
families in the nation own automo- 
biles and are dependent upon them.

its weekly news bulletins and the 
NADA Magazine. 

Brochures describing promotion 
materials, and containing order 
blanks and “safety-check” sheets, 
are being mailed to dealers by their 
factories, Darlington said. 

State dealer associations have 
been asked by IHSC to encour- 
age active participation of all 
their members. Safety chairmen 
and managers of associations 
have received materials and in- 
structions. 

It is apparent that the program 
will spur service business revenue 
because 29% percent of vehicles 
checked during the campaign last 
May were in need of service at- 
tention on one or more parts af- 
fecting safe operation. 

The need for inspections is even 
greater this year because traffic 
fatalities are increasing over 1950’s 
high toll of 35,000. And the 1950 
death rate was an 11 percent in- 
crease over 1949. 

Also,-more than 40 percent of 
cars in use today are 10 years 
old or older. 

Items to be checked by dealer- 
ships during the May safety month 
are: brakes, front and rear lights, 
steering, tires, exhaust systems, 
glass, windshield wipers, rear-view 
mirrors and horns. 

The program is sponsored by the 
National Safety Council in coopera- 
tion with IHSC, which is coordinat- 
ing the aid of NADA and automo- 
bile and tire companies. 

A 25-piece promotion kit for 
dealers has been prepared by Mod- 
ern Displays & Equipment, 16141 
Harper Ave., Detroit. 


The kit, which is priced at 
$13.45, includes a 16-piece show- 
room window trim, a three-by-12- 
foot cloth banner for outside dis- 
play, a string of pennants and a 
large poster for the service sec- 
tion, two shop coat buttons, 100 
safety-check sheets, and two 
forms for reporting check re- 
sults to THSC. 

The kit for truck dealers is the 
same except that the word “truck” 
is inserted for “car” in the signs. 

In addition, dealers can purchase 
Aver-Discs and flashing traffic sig- 
nal lights. The Aver-Disc fits over 
a vehicle’s wheel and does not re- 
volve when the wheel is in motion. 
The full-size traffic light, which 
flashes red and green electrically, 
can be displayed in a showroom or 
service section. Billboards are also 
available. 


When a car owner comes in for 
a check, the serviceman is to 
record the results on the safety- 
check sheet, one of which he 
gives to the owner, the other 
which he keeps. The owner and 
dealership then know what re- 
pairs should be made on _ the 
vehicle. 

Since the dealership keeps the 
recerd on file, it can be used for 
future direct-mail programs. 

THSC has requested that dealers 
send in summary reports at the 
end of May.

orders. 

NPA officials told the industry ty 
report for agency review the num.

that are without tires, and also the 
number that are “owed” to custom. 
ers who purchased truck trailers 
without spares. 

Committee members said that 
production in their industry also 
being hampered by shortage of 
axles, wheels, fifth wheels, aj 
chambers and other items requir. 
ing special steels. It was recom. 
mended to NPA that the possible 
expansion of axle production hp 
explored. 

Essentiality of the truck-trailer 
industry to the general economy 
and to defense-related industries jn 
particular is evidenced by the fact 
that there are now more trailer 
on the highways than at any time 
in the nation’s history, the com. 
mittee said. It was estimated that 
65,000 truck trailers were manufac. 
tured in 1950, compared with about 
33,000 in 1949.

A= UPWARD swing of 60,594 in 
government civilian employment 
during January—an average in- 
crease of about 2,000 each day —is 
reported by the Congressional] Com- 
mittee on Reduction of Non-essen- 

tial Federal Spending. 
Sen. Byrd, who is chairman of the 
committee, said it almost doubled 





the average 1,000-jobs-per-day in- 
crease reported in the last quarter 
of 1950 and brought payroll costs 
to near World War II peaks. 


Most of the increase, a 58,388 
rise, Byrd said, occurred in the 
military agencies. Here, he added, 
about three civilian employes 
were hired for each four men in 
the January draft quotas of 
80,000. 

At the close of the month, total 
federal civilian employment stood 
at 2,245,275, highest civilian worker 
level since February, 1947, commit- 
tee statistics showed. 

Payroll costs for December, 1950, 
when civilian employment in all

Mass. Legislators, 
Governor Clash 
Over Tax Hikes 


BOSTON.—With all segments of 
industry, business and the public 
concerned over skyrocketing state 
expenditures, the powerful senate 
ways and means committee, in an 
unusually strong document of bi- 
partisanship, last week expressed 
deep concern over the “major finan- 
cial crisis” in Massachusetts, and 
said “the time has come for a vig- 
orous, allout attack on irresponsible 
state spending to avoid collapse of 
our financial structure.” 

All members of the committee, 
Republican and Democrat, signed 
the resolution calling for “unusual 
and radical treatment” of the bud- 
get requests of Democratic Gov. 
Paul A. Dever. The_ resolution 
termed the 1952 budget of “shock- 
ing proportions,” since it made de 
mands on the taxpayers “beyond 
their abilities to pay.” 

Dever’s budget, calling for appro 
priations which hit an alltime high 
of more than $271,000,000, also pro- 
posed that new taxes to yield $48; 
925,000 be imposed to meet these 
increased costs of government. 

One source of revenue which the 
governor wants is from the gasoline 
tax. Now yielding $30,000,000 a year 
on the basis of three cents a gallon, 
the governor wants it upped to 4% 
cents, which would, he said, bring 
in $5,500,000 this fiscal year and 
$14,000,000 more in the coming 
year to meet highway bond pay 
ments under the $200,000,000 road 
construction program. This has 
been once rejected by the house, 
but is due for reconsideration # 
a later date. 

Individual income taxes bring i8 
more than $45,000,000, and Dever 
wants a 3 percent addition to the 
present surtaxes (3 percent, 10 per 
cent and 20 percent) to help defray 
the new costs of operating 
state, 

Another proposed new source # 
income proposed by Dever’s ad 
istration is an increase of 50 per 
cent in fees charged by the re 
of motor vehicles, with this new 
revenue estimated annually at $5, 
250,000.

Adoption of a 3 percent sales tax 
in Georgia to be effective Apr. 1, 
a threatened increase in the federal 
excise tax on automobiles, and 
other factors have caused a buying 
msh at Albany, Ga., automobile 
establishments. 

While the greatest demand re- 
mains for lighter cars it is noted 
that some firms which sell both 
light and heavy cars are experi- 
encing more demand for large 
cars than for the lighter ones. 

For instance, Frank Pearson, 
partner in  Pearson-Medley Co. 
(Chrysler- Plymouth), said the 
greatest demand is for Chryslers. 
He said that since news of the 
coming sales tax went out, the 
demand for both cars has been 
three times heavier than the supply. 

M. L. Ward, manager of Albany 
Motors Co. (Chevrolet), said de- 
mand had risen by 25 percent since 
the 3 percent sales tax was added. 

“We have never caught up with 
deliveries since the war, but now 
people are pushing harder than 
ever to get cars,” he said. 

Porter Thomas, official of 
Miller Motor Co, (Buick), said, 
“We have never yet caught up on 
deliveries, but I notice lately that 
even more people are trying to 


buy cars.” 
Wilder Aultman, manager of 
Cadillac Sales and Service, said 


demand for both Cadillacs and 
Pontiacs has risen by leaps and 
bounds lately, with Cadillacs in the 
lead. He said a great factor in 
present demand besides the sales 
tax, is the fact that use of chrome 
ornamentation will likely be d'‘s- 
continued in car manufacture. 

A spokesman for a Lincoln-Mer- 
cury outlet said: “We have noted 
an increased demand, particularly 
for Mercurys ever since the threat 
of a sales tax arose.” He said the 
firm was not quite able to supply 
the demand, and that its allotment | 
of cars was being cut down. 

Cc. W. Sumner, manager of 
Kaiser-Frazer Sales and Service, 
sa‘d he had noticed a consider- 
able increase in demand, and he 
thinks the coming discontinuance 
of chrome has almost as much to 
do with it as sales tax. He said 
the new Henry J is more in de- 
mand than the heavier Kaiser. 

A spokesman for Brown Motor 
Co. said there had been some in- 
crease in the demand for Nash cars 
lately, but the demand had thus far 
been satisfied. “But the shortage is 
coming,” he commented.

NEW YORK.—Arno H. Johnson, | 
vice-president and director of media 
and research of J. Walter Thomp- 
gon Co., has outlined a program of 
increased production to cope with 
the needs of a stronger defense ef- 
fort. 

Johnson states that the nation 
need not accept “austerity think- 
ing” with its overtones of lower 
living standards, excessive con- 
trols and taxation, and over- 
centralization of power in gov- 
ernment hands—but rather that 
it is possible to meet the defense 
needs, and actually improve the 
standard of living by one-third 
within the next five years. 

The plan, which is outlined in a} 
pamphlet published by J. Walter 
Thompson Co., states that greater 
productivity is the real answer 
to: 1. strengthening defense; 2. |

One easy and effective method is 
the one that is used by practically 
every corner filling station and al- 
most universally passed up by the 
car dealer—inspection of the oil 
level and condition of the oil in the 
engine. This inspection opens up 
that whole “under hood” gold mine 
of service sales, It also impresses 
upon the customer that the dealer 
and his service men are really in- 
terested in the operation of his car 
and endeavoring to protect the good 
qualities the owner bought in the 
car. 

Oil refiners have spent’ mil- 
lions of dollars—and continue to 
spend huge sums—just to give 
their outlets ideas on how to get 
the gasoline customer to stop 
long enough so that they can 
check his oil. 

The dealer does not have to do 
anything to stop the customer, He 
is already stopped, and in most 
cases out of his car patiently wait- 
ing for some one to take care of 
him. All the order writer has to do 
is to lift the hood and check the 
oil as a matter of course in getting 
the other information he must have 
for the repair order before he asks 
the customer what he came in for. 


If he checks the engine oil before 
he gets to that point, he is ready to 
give the customer a suggestion as 
soon as the owner has stated what 
work he wants done. He has seen if 
the oil needs changing, if it needs 
adding to, if the customer needs a 


new fan belt or whatever else this

A QUICK “safety check” of lights, 


windshield wipers, stop lights 


ATA Assails 
Safety Rules 
Asked by ICC 


WASHINGTON.—The American 
Trucking Assns. last week filed 
with the Interstate Commerce 


Commission a request for hearings 
on some of the changes in motor 
carrier safety regulations proposed 
by the ICC’s Bureau of Motor Car- 
riers, along with an assertion that 
many of the proposed changes “ac- 
tually will not result in added 
safety” but might seriously hinder 
the defense program. 

According to G. D. Sontheimer, 
director of ATA’s safety depart- 
ment, the trucking industry, “is in 
accord with the desire for increased 
highway safety” but at the same 
time, it recognizes the need for 
rules which conform to sound op- 
erating practices. The association’s 
recommendations, he said, are the 
result of years of deliberations by 


men in the industry who have long | 


been engaged in actual conduct of 
truck transportation. 


“In every case,” he added, “oppo- | 
sition to the proposed revision is | 


grounded in the sincere belief that 
the changes suggested by the di- 
rector of the Bureau of Motor Car- 
riers actually will not result in add- 
ec safety.”

WASHINGTON. — Thousands of 
new trucks and truck-trailers have 
been immobilized since Feb. 1, it 
was charged here last week, be- 
cause rubber firms have been chan- 
neling their entire output to pas- 
genger car manufacturers. 

The charge was made simul- 
taneous with publication of a let- 
ter from Dave Beck to National 
Production Authority Adminis- 
trator Manly Fleischmann, urg- 
ing NPA to require rubber com- 
panies to allot tires to the truck- 
ing industry. 

Beck is executive vice-president 
of the AFL’s International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, said to be 1,000,- 
000 members strong. 

A union spokesman further 
charged that automobile makers 
were going “allout” to make every 
car possible before having to make 
a production cutback in the spring. 

Beck’s wire to Fleischmann de- 


panies from tires and from equip- 
ment since before Feb. 1. As a re- 
sult thousands of new trucks and 
truck-trailers and also operating 
units vitally needed in defense pro- 
gram are immobile. 

“The exercise of the authority of 
you and the President on the Pub- 
lic Law 774 is urgently needed to

Beck’s telegram, reportedly won 
quick support from L, C. Allman, 
president of the Truck-Trailer 
Manufacturers Assn., which rep- 
resents more than 90 percent of 
the productive capacity of the 
trailer industry in the U. S.

Doubled Incomes 
Fail to Equal 
°41 Buying Power 


NEW YORK. — A study made 
public by the National Industrial 
Conference Board discloses that 
many people who doubled their in- 
come over the past decade—and 
who may have moved up to better 
positions with greater responsibili- 
ties—are no better off, possibly 
worse off, than they were 10 years 
ago. 

Higher income taxes, as well as 
higher prices for the goods and 
services that go into the cost of 
living, the board notes, are the 
“one-two punches” that have 
knocked out some or all of the 
dollar increases. 

A married man with two chil- 
dren or other dependents who 
earned $2,000 in 1940 would have 
to earn 72 percent more today, or 
$3,437, “to end up with equal pur- 
chasing power.” The depreciation 
of the dollar “accounted in good 
part for this needed rise, since the 
tax rise is small in this case. 

Taxes take a bigger bite at the 
higher income levels. The man 
earning $5,000 in 1940 would have 
to earn 87 percent more today, or 
$9,367, to purchase the same amount 
of goods. A man with a $25,000 
salary in 1940 must earn $59,126, 
or more than twice as much, to 
offset the current high tax rate 
and inflation.”

The tes- | 
timony showed that the child | 
alighted from a bus and attempted 
to cross the street when she was 
hit. The lower court held the owner | 
of the vehicle liable for $10,00u 
damages. The owner appealed to 
the higher court and pleaded thai 
the girl ran into the path of the 
yehicle. The higher court held the 
wtomobile owner liable, explain- 
mg that the girl was too young to 
gealize that she was in danger 
Hence she could not be contribu- | 
iory negligent. The court said: 

“One of the principal points re- 
lied upon here is that the plain- 
tiff (girl) was guilty of contribu- 
tory negligence. . . . Plaintiff 
(girl), being of the age of 11 years 
and there being no _ testimony 
tending to rebut the presumption 
that she was incapable of con- 
tributory negligence, we hold that 
such defense is not available.” 

For comparison, see Ewing v 
Lanark Fuel Co., 65 S. E. 200. This 
higher court held that a child 14 
years of age, or over, is presumed | 
by law to possess sufficient mental | 
capacity to comprehend and avoid | 
danger.

Antifreeze Problem 

N AUTOMOBILE dealer in Mar- | 

quette, Mich., asked the writer | 
this question: “What can I do to} 
avoid liability for selling inefficient | 
antifreeze to my customers for use 
in their automobiles?” The answer 
is: “Purchase antifreeze products 
exclusively from reliable manufac- 
turers and distributors.” 

Recently a higher court held | 
that when a seller breaches a | 
guarantee the purchaser may sue 








and recover the full purchase 
price, plus any and all damages 
he may have sustained as a re- 
sult of the breach. Also, this 
court held that a guarantee is any 
material representation by the 
seller of the quality of a product. | 

For example, in Nichols v. Lea, | 
225 S. W. (2d) 684, it was shown 
that a manufacturer delivered Lea 
and Hogan, at a gasoline station, 
$975 worth of antifreeze in sealed 
gallon containers. The evidence 
showed that at the time of the 
sale the manufacturer’s salesman 
represented to the purchaser that 
the antifreeze was as good as Pres- 
tone, a well-known, standard anti- 
freeze, that it had the same base 
(ethylene glycol) as Prestone, would 
mix with other antifreeze then on | 
the market and was suitable and 
fit for the use intended. 

Relying on these representations 
the purchaser purchased the anti- 
freeze. Shortly thereafter, and be- 
fore any sale had been made, the 
purchaser became suspicious of the 
quality and fitness of the anti-| 
freeze and of the manufacturer’s | 
representations and took one of the | 
sealed gallon containers to a chem- 
ist, Who made a chemical analysis 
which showed that the product | 
was not of a Prestone base, but 
contained five pounds of calcium 
chloride per gallon, which when | 
coming in contact with iron and 
other metals caused them to disin- 
tegrate, corrode and slough off.

HE only way to curtail the 
2 needless toll of traffic accidents 
is through a safety effort embrac- 
ing everyone who walks or drives, 
according to Norman Damon vice- 
president of the 
Automotive Safe- 
ty Foundation. 

Speaking to 
a brotherhood 
luncheon in Flint, 
Damon said the 
great mass of or- 
dinary citizens 
must begin cooperating. He sug- 
gested that everyone: 

1. Serve as examples to others. 

2. Make suggestions to city 
officials they think may be of 
value in accident prevention. 

3. Provide safety for children by 
urging that better streets and play- 
grounds be built. 

“On a nationwide basis,” Damon 
said, “we have a remarkable ex- 
ample of this cooperative approach 
in the achievements of the Presi- 
dent’s Highway Safety Conference.”

E SAID that since that first 

conference was called in 1946, 
the national traffic fatality rate has 
been cut almost in half.

Driver’s Licenses 
Tougher to Get, 
Survey Reveals 


It is becoming increasingly dif- 
ficult to obtain a driver’s license 
in the U. S. although three states 
still have no examination require- 
ments, according to a nationwide 
survey of the American Optical Co. 

In 1950, Kansas joined the states 
requiring an examination while 
Idaho and Missouri still permit op- 
erators to drive without examina- 
tion. South Dakota requires neither 
a license nor an examination. 

The survey’s findings—checked 
by all state motor vehicle adminis- 
trators—revealed further improve- 
ments. During 1949, a total of 14 
states did not automatically dis- 
qualify the mentally unfit; now 
only four permit them to hold li- 
censes. 

Visual requirements are slowly 
improving, the survey disclosed. 
Ten states now test for depth per- 
ception, a gain of three over 1949; 
color blindness tests are now given 
in 37 states, against 29 in 1949. 

On the debit side the researchers 
found that tests to determine the 
efficiency of drivers’ night vision 
when subjected to headlight glare 
are standard practice in only two 
states—down one from 1949. 

Three states have no test of any 
kind for visual acuity. They are 
Idaho, Missouri and South Dakota. 


Cites Danger 
Of Dark Streets 


While a driver’s chances of ding- 
ing a fender are greater in day- 
light, his chances of being killed in 
traffic are much greater when it is 
dark, unless the street is well light- 
ed, according to Louis J. Schrenk, 
superintendent of Detroit’s public 
lighting commission. 

“Inability to see or be seen, be- 
cause of insufficient light, caused 
the death of more than 10,000 per- 
sons in the U. S. last year in after- 
dark accidents,” Schrenk said, writ- 
Ing in a recent issue of Traffic 
Engineering, monthly engineering 
publication. 

“If only 50,000 of the nation’s 
800,000 miles of streets and high- 
Ways were adequately illuminated,” 
he said, “there would be an annual 
Saving of approximately 6,000 lives, 
200,000 fewer injuries and a reduc-

$41 Billion Seen 
Ready for Roads 
In Next 12 Years 


Nearly $41 billion will pour into 
state treasuries for road and high- 
way purposes in the next 12 years, 
equaling all highway funds col- 
lected since the automobile was 
developed. 


This estimate, based on present 
collection trends, was forecast by 
the Tax Economics Bulletin, bi- 
monthly publication of the Ameri- 
— Petroleum Industries commit- 
ee. 


“With such a large amount to 
spend for highway purposes each 
year, the states should be able to 
make further great strides in meet- 
ing the nation’s requirements for 
highway maintenance and improve- 
ment, particularly if expenditures 
are concentrated on the more 
id traveled routes,” the article 
said.

Court jurisdiction would be con- 
fined to questions of law. 

In his message to the Ohio leg- 
jslature, Gov. Lausche suggested 
that workmen suffering with oc- 
cupational diseases be given the 
right of appealing actions of the 
state industrial commission. Bills 
jntroduced in the Ohio legisla- 
ture included a proposal for an 
investigation of the administra- 
tion of the workmen’s compensa- 
tion law, requiring probers to 
search for possible collusion 
among attorneys in the adjudica- 
tion of claims. 

Three bills proposing changes in 
administrative procedure have been 
introduced in the Arizona legisla- 
ture. Under one of the measures, 
the state industrial commission, 
which now has full control over the 
workmen’s compensation fund and 
its expenditures, would supervise 
rates only. A state insurance fund 
manager would be appointed by the 
governor,

Kansas Report 
Opposes Rise 
In Load Limits 


TOPEKA, Kans. — An anti-truck 
report prepared by state highway 
commission engineers was submit- 
ted to members of the Kansas legis- 


lature by the research division of | 


the state legislative council. 

Although recognizing the impor- 
tant part motor carriers play in 
the Kansas economy, the report ex- 
pressed the opinion that truckers 
are “well able to pay the moderate 
taxes generally levied against 
them.” It further asserted that “in 
all probability (the trucking indus- 
try) can well afford, and should 
be willing to pay its cost of roads 
it so widely uses and allegedly is 
rendering useless far ahead of their 
normal time.” 


Noting that inflation already has

and maintenance, the report de- 
clared that this has been rendered 
“more extensive and expensive be- 
cause of the great damage being 
done to our main highways by the 
increasingly heavy volume 
loads of trucks that ply their routes 
across our state.” 

A Michigan study was cited as 
showing that in 1946 truckers took 
in $152,000,000 on an investment of 
$60,000,000, while railroads took in 
$148,000,000 on an investment of 


$690,000,000, The report added, how- | 


ever, that it “holds no brief for the 
railroads.” 

The report implied that 
Kansas highway commission op- 
poses any move to increase axle 
weight limits and total gross weight 
limits permitted on state highways. 
The report further suggested that 
the legislature “find ways and

State insurance funds for work- 
men’s compensation are now op- 
erated by 18 states. Of these, seven 
state funds are monopolies in the 
workmen’s compensation field, and 
11 state funds are competitive with 
private carriers.

The higher court refused to issue | 


the permit and said: 

“Plaintiffs are not entitled to a 
building permit unless they submit 
plans and specifications which in 
all respects comply with the build- 
ing code of the city or village 
where the application is made.”

Illegal Permit 
— higher courts consis- 
tently hold that no building 
permit is valid which is issued by 
a public official in violation to a 
valid zoning ordinance. 
For example, in Gior v. Mayor, 
61 Atl. (2d) 245, the testimony 
showed facts as follows: A prop- 
erty owner named Gior purchased 


| which he planned to erect a gaso- 
| line service station. He applied 
for and obtained a building per- 
mit to erect a gas station. 

The city building code provided 
ithat “any permits which may be 
issued by the building inspector .. . 
but under which no work is com- 
menced within one year from the 
time of the issuance, shall expire 
at the end of that time.” 

For more than one year after the 





permit was issued to Gior no work 
was done toward the erection or 
construction of the station. 
* + * 

As the city officials amended 

the ordinance so as to prohibit 
a gasoline filling station on the lot 
purchased by Gior. Afterward the 
building inspector issued a second 
building permit to Gior to erect a 
gasoline service station on the 
same premises. Then Gior proceeded 





to spend money to construct the 
service station. 

In subsequent suit the higher 
court held that Gior could not 
use the station, saying: 

“The amendment to the zoning 
ordinance prohibiting the erection 
of a gasoline filling station on the 
appellant’s (Gior’s) premises had 
been adopted five months prior to 
the issuance of the second permit, 
so that it was issued contrary to 
the amended zoning ordinance. It 
was therefore illegally issued be- 
cause it authorized the construc- 
tion of a building which the 
amended zoning ordinance pro- 
hibited.”

High State Court Upholds 
Iowa Responsibility Act 

DES MOINES. — Validity of 
Iowa’s vehicle financial responsi- 
bility act has been unanimously up- 
held by the Iowa supreme court. 
Harry E. Doyle, of Clinton, Ia., had 
challenged the constitutionality of 
the measure. 

The statute, similar to those 
effective in many other states, re- 
quires motorists involved in acci- 
dents to demonstrate their ability 
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possible judgments against them. 

Doyle had challenged the state’s 
right to suspend his driver’s license 
j}and automobile registration after 
he failed to post bond following 
a personal injury accident Nov. 12, 
1948.

Lender Cannot Invade 


Debtor’s Privacy in Ky. 


LOUISVILLE.—An appeals court 
|here ruled in favor of a loan en- 
dorser who sued a finance company 
on grounds it invaded his privacy 
and used coercive means while at- 
tempting to collect a debt. 

The debtor is Charles W. Voneye 
who signed a $300 note for his 
cousin. Aetna Finance Co. was the 
lender. Voneye said that when loan 
payments fell five behind, the 
finance firm wrote to his employer 
saying that Voneye would not pay 
the debt. The letter was circulated, 
Voneye saying it caused him to be 
humiliated. 

He sued in circuit court but lost. 
However, the appellate court ruled 
that the letter invaded his privacy 
and that the finance firm “had no 
right to resort to coercive means 
of collection.”

Insurance Rates 


BOSTON — “Unwarranted, false, 
and untrue” were the words of In- 
surance Commissioner Charles F.]J. 
Harrington concerning charges 
made by Rep. Harold W. Canavan 
of compulsory automobile insur. 
ance rate-making practices in his 
department. 


Canavan charged that the insur. 
ance rates had purposely been with- 
held until after the November 
elections so that the insurance com- 
panies would defeat his proposed 
flat rate scheme for compulsory 
insurance rates. 


The present rating bureau, ac. 
cording to Gov. Paul A. Dever, was 
created by Massachusetts insurance 
companies, and is operated and paid 
for by them. The commissioner of 
insurance takes their figures for 
establishing the individual rates of 
the cities and towns, he explained. 


Harrington, who will be replaced 
shortly by a Dever appointee, said 
the charges were refuted “on the 
record I have made during 13 years 
of public service.” 


The real issue, he said, is that 
rate-making is done under a law 
written by the legislature, and that 
Canavan was unsuccessful in 
changing it during the recent state 
elections. Harrington denied that 
the insurance companies set the 
rates, insisting he and his staff of 
experts had always done that.

tute materials to be better in some 
applications. 

At least, he said, it is a subject 
worth investigating. 


With reference to the swiftly 
changing sales picture, a San 
Francisco dealer pointed out that 
it is difficult to look very far 
ahead. 


“Last fall,” he said, “Regulation 
W was a major problem. Now the 
picture is entirely different. 


“People have decided that they 
are better off to have their money 
in cars than in savings bonds or 
banks, because of inflation. So they 
are cashing in bonds and paying 
for cars in cash.”

N SEATTLE, dealers are urging 

that a price differential be made 
on used-car ceilings between cars 
that are guaranteed by dealers 
with service facilities to put them 
in good operating condition, and 
cars that are sold by individuals 
and dealers who lack facilities. 


The dealers realize that the pres- 
ent ceiling rules on used cars are 
a temporary nature, but they want 
to get the differential idea to OPS 
officials before a permanent plan is 
worked out. 

Some coast dealers are con- 
cerned about union problems. For 
instance, in Seattle there is the 
problem of which union members 
shall install seat covers, radios, 
heaters and other accessories, 

The mechanics union claims that 
such work comes within its juris- 
diction. In many shops, and all serv- 
ice stations, this work has been 
















































thorized prices goes up to as- 
tronomical figures. 

So much for every dealer in the 
same community filing the same 
book. If you have already filed dif- 
ferent prices, I suggest you apply to 
the OPS district administrator for 
permission to file uniform prices. 

Now with reference to what book 
dealers in a given community 
should file, Consideration should be 
given to the selection of a high or 
low book. The price books that are 
Officially recognized in the regula- 
tion vary, I am told, as much as 
$200 for a given model. 


To file and operate on a low book 
would certainly be preventing in- 
flation in the used-car market, but 
is it desirable? If the low book is 
used, there is more pressure from 
the black market operators. They 
can make real money buying at 
this low price, at which dealers 
and the public are frozen, and 
selling the car through the black 


market. 
* +. * 


Preventing Raids 
1 os second argument against 
filing at the lowest book is that 
some dealers, even at the present 
time, cannot sell new cars of the 
make they handle and deal on this 
low book. As you know, there are 
certain makes of cars right now 
that are only being sold on the 
basis of a high used-car allowance. 
To put a ceiling on what an owner 
can sell a used car for to such a 
dealer would just put him out of 
the market. 

Another argument against the 
low book is that, if one community 
should file the low book, they would 
wake up very soon to find that 
dealers in other communities would 
come into their town and pick up 
all the automobiles. 

Now there are always malad- 
justments when we _ substitute 
regulations for the law of supply 
and demand, We are in a national 
crisis, however, and we should 
cooperate very diligently with the 
gOvernment bureau charged with 


done by the shop attendants, who 
have a lower scale.

This would place dealers at a 
competitive disadvantage with serv- 
ice stations.

N SAN FRANCISCO, a few deal- 

ers brought up the problem of 
high compensation to salesmen. 
They average about $1,000 a month, 
getting five percent of list on new- 
car sales, 10 percent on accessories. 
No reduction is made on tradeins. 

Salesmen get 7 percent of the 
used-car selling price. 

However, other dealers assert 
that this has worked out well for 
the dealers, bringing top quality 
salesmen to the auto field. Deal- 
ers don’t trade as high and as a 
result offset the high compensa- 
tion. 

Some point out that it keeps 
them out of the dog-eat-dog com- 
petition that marks other areas. 
Dealerships operate on a five-day 
week and are closed evenings. 

All in all, the dealers appear to 
be meeting their problems in good 
shape. 

Dealers here understand that OPS 
is being very hard-headed on the 
dollar-discount freeze—but they 
point out that OPA’s Chester 
Bowles made a mistake in trying 
to cut dealer discounts, and the 
mistake was rectified by the deal- 
ers, through Congress. 

They expect to rectify OPS’s mis- 
take.

the OPS. Should we think that 


at any time public interest is 
being injured by a regulation we, 
of course, should insist that the 
regulation be amended. The ma- 
chinery for a dealer to voice his 
opinion already exists—NADA. 

So the answer, in my opinion, is 
to work quietly in the trade with 
no public fume or fuss with the 
idea that the nation needs price 
control; we are part of the na- 
tion; and it is our responsibility 
to see that it works in our trade, 
irrespective of how difficult it 
may be. 

The OPS officials cannot, in ad- 
vance, anticipate the effect the 
regulations they promulgate will 
have. That is the reason they need 
very critically an industry advisory 
committee to help not only in in- 
itiating the regulations, but in ad- 
ministrating them. I am sure that 
such a committee will be appointed, 
as well as be effective.

On Ceiling Conformity 


WASHINGTON. — OPS has 
sent 20 investigators into an un- 
identified metropolitan area to 
check up on conformity with car 
price ceilings, it was disclosed 
last week. Similar investigations 
are expected in other regions. 

Violators of OPS regulations 
are subject to the penalties, in- 
cluding triple damage suits, im- 
posed by the Defense Production 
Act of 1950. Wilful violators may 
be fined not more than $10,000, 
or jailed for not more than a 
year, or both. Triple damage 
suits are permissible in over- 
charge cases. The Justice De- 
partment is in charge of en- 
forcement.

“We don’t know yet what oy 
weight limit proposals are going ty 
be,” Gogolin said, but added, “ 
are going to carry along with then 
something pretty stiff in the way 
of overload penalties.” 

The truck weight question ha 
been a stormy issue in the legislg. 
ture for years. A weight increag 
proposal died in the senate in 194 
after squeaking through the houg 
by nine votes. 

That bill would have raised pres. 
ent weights from 45,000 to 48,0% 
and 60,000 pounds depending on the 
number of axles. 

Legislation now being prepared 
for introduction in the legislature 
is expected to closely follow the 
same lines as the 1949 bill. The 
exception will be stiffer penalties, 

The penalties proposed in the 
1949 measure were considered 
tough. They would have replaced 
the present maximum $50 fine, with 
a penalty of $2 a 100 pounds, run- 
ning to $40 a ton for overloads 
exceeding 3,000 pounds. 

The 1949 bill would have in- 
creased the gross weight of tractor 
semi-trailers from 45,000 to 48,00 
pounds and the gross weight of 
tractor-trailer units with tandem 
axles from 45,000 to 60,000 pounds. 
The motor code for many years 
has allowed a truck and full trailer 
a gross weight of 62,000 pounds, 
but that type of equipment is sel- 
dom seen on the highway. 


British Car Firm 
Gets War Order 


NEW YORK.—One of the largest 
orders for military vehicles in the 
British rearmament program has 
been placed with the Rootes Group 
of England, maker of Hillman 
Minx, Humber and Sun-Talbot au- 
tomobiles, it is reported here.

$557 Million Left 
For U.S. Loans 
To War Firms 


WASHINGTON. — The govern- 
ment still has slightly more than 
$557,000,000 lying around for firms 
who have something good to con- 
tribute to the defense effort, and 
can’t get needed funds on favor- 
able terms elsewhere, 


Loan applications should be filled 
with the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce, the National Production 
Authority said last week. NPA will 
then determine the degree of im- 
portance of the loan to the mobil- 
ization program. 

If favorably impressed, NPA will 
pass the application on to the De- 
fense Production Administration 
for certification to Reconstruction 
Finance Corp., which disburses 
such funds. 

RFC originally had $600,000,000 to 
loan out for defense purposes, but 
as of last week 16 firms were on 
its books for loans totaling $42,- 
860,131. The largest outlay, $23,425,- 
201, went to Lone Star Steel Co., 
Dallas, to expand steel tubing fa- 
cilities. 

The RFC also advanced Lone 
Star Steel another $50,000,000 on its 
own. 

Under the Defense Production 
Act, the smallest loan granted so 
far was listed as $25,000 to Truck 
Body & Equipment Co., for rebuild- 
ing Army trucks.

Texas Measure 


Would Legalize 


Dealers’ Reserves 


AUSTIN, Tex.—A bill before the 
Texas legislature would, in effect, 
legalize the payment of dealers’ re- 
serves by sales finance firms. 

Section two of senate bill 201 
says: “A sale for a greater price on 
the time payment or credit plan is 
hereby declared to be a legitimate 
commercial transaction (notwith- 
standing the seller or buyer has ar- 
ranged in advance with a third 
party to discount the deferred obli- 
gation). 

The measure in general is de- 
signed to ban unfair trade practices 
in the sale of motor vehicles and, if 
passed, would also: 

Require the seller to give the 
buyer a detailed written copy of 
time sale transactions at the time 
of the sale, signed by both the 
buyer and the seller. 

Section four of the measure pro- 
vides that should all or any part 
of section two be held unconstitu- 
tional, all of the measure shall be- 
come in valid, “nonoperative and 
unenforceable.”
